OK everyone, ready for another 38-Special debugging session? 


I just built mine. I built it "stock" first, and it came up 
beautifully. Two nice peaks on receive to tweak, and a nice pure 
sound out when I adjusted TC2. About .3 watt output. 


This is easy, right? 
Now I decided to install the 5-watt mod. No other mods planned. 


I did the install without C101 (jumper instead) and left R101out. 
I originally used a 1000 pf SM for C28 and a 560 pf SM for C29. 
I now added a 560 pf SM for C501 with the 5-watt mod. 


Now, when I power it up, I can no longer receive! 


I can still transmit and do hear the sidetone with full volume. 

(I guess I can still be an alligator, huh?) 

I do hear some noise, and once heard a very weak RTTY signal, but 
levels are way down from where the signals were before the 5-watt mod. 
(Yes, the antenna is connected. ) 


I checked parts placement and started measuring voltages on receive. 
(I didn't even bother writing down the voltages for transmit. ) 


Found a couple of possible problems, but can't tell what causes them. 
Here goes: 


U1 - all voltages are "right on" (per Paul's chart) 

U3 - all voltages are "right on" 

U2 has a couple of slight descrepancies but probably OK(??): 
U2-12 is 7.8 instead of 5.6 
U2-13 is 7.8 instead of 5.6 


Now the fun starts. 
U5 has a bad voltage on Pin 1. U5-1 is 0 instead of 3.9 
All the rest on U5 are OK. 
U4 has bad voltages on pin 11 (0 instead of 7.8) and 
pin 13 (7.8 instead of 5.7) (OK?). 


Q1 - all three voltages are correct. 


D1 - voltages are correct 


D2 - voltages are correct 
D4-A is 7.8 instead of 5. 
D4-K is instead of 5. 
D5-A is instead of 5. 
D5-K is instead of 5. 
D6-A is 7.8 instead of 5. 
D6-K is 7.8 instead of 6. 
D7 - voltages are correct 
D8 - voltages are correct 
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D3 voltages are OK. (D3-A varies from 0-8v, depending on Tune pot) 
Does anyone have any ideas what to try next? 


Could this be the problem that Mike (K1MG) reported regarding the extra 
power swamping the T/R switch? (I have not tried Mike's mod, because I 
was not planning to do the Tick mod and Mike's mod uses the extra parts 
from the Tick mod.) 


Any help would be much appreciated.

I wouldn't suggest that I could be the first one, but I sure would like 
to join 

the message stream with those interested in discussing the topic! 
Discrete time signal processing has been used for years at baseband 
frequencies to process speech and ultrasonic information. Now that 
devices have internal cycle times as short as 10 ns (100MHz) and 
instructions that execute complex multiplies and adds in a single cycle, 
it shouldn't be too hard to do xsomex IF signal processing with a DSP. 
Look for IF bandpass tuning applications. 


The trick is to use one of the many evaluation kits now on the market 
that are already setup with the processor and auxiliary components on 
tested pwb platforms. They can be downloaded with DSP code using an 
external serial or parallel port. Then modify their I/O configuration to 
use higher speed a/d and d/a converters that will allow you to sample the 
IF signal at twice the highest expected frequency. 


Looking forward to other suggestions in this area.

Jerry has linked a photo of an early prototype of the SST into the 
Wilderness web site, at:

There are a few differences between the unit that I'm holding in the 
picture and the kit to be shipped in late May (or early June). 


First, the PC board in the prototype was made on an expensive German PCB 
milling machine by yours truly, and is single-sided. The kit will come 
with a double-sided, plated-through board with a silkscreen. It will have 
green solder mask to remind the operator that the SST has a low, 
environmentally-correct current drain of 15mA. :) 


There are also a few component differences. The prototype has only a 
2-crystal filter, while the real thing has three, and the proto used a VFO 
rather than a VXO. I opted for the VXO, or actually VCXO--voltage 


controlled crystal oscillator--so that the rig could easily cover 30 and 
20m while keeping a low I.F. 


Finally, the interesting PCB-mount BNC connector shown was an experiment in 
minimal connector size. I decided to go back to the same very rugged 
PCB-mount jack that I used in the '40A and Sierra. 


One important feature that is still the same in the kit: the unpainted 
box! Yes, you'll have to get creative with the paint and labelling with 
the SST. 


I'm hoping that, some day, we can put a dozen or so nicely-painted SSTs 
side-by-side for a photo. I'll personally buy a burger at the NorCal 
meeting in July for the builder of the SST whose paint job elicits the most 
applause. Tiger-stripes, anyone? Bill Jones is not eligible, since, even 
if he built an SST, he wouldn't dare use the box that comes with it :)

I wonder if any of you have any leads on a material one can buy to 
photosensitize a board made for printed circuits? It is easy to buy 

pre sensitized cards from places like: a)Radio Shack, b)Kepro or 

3) Circuit Specialists. I find this approach to be expensive and quite wasteful. 


While reading some techniques used in the UK and other parts of europe 
I have found that they apply a material made by "Mapin" to their cards 
which is only sensitive to high doses of UV light. Resolution down to 
.005" line widths are no problem to achieve. 


I have tried to "surf" the internet to locate The Mapin Co or any other 
companies that might offer a suitable material I could apply to small scrap 
pieces of PC card material for use in QRP projects. If you have any leads or 
ideas I would greatly appreciate a posting. Thanks!

My Rev. A (club version) Sierra has decided to make every received 
signal have a chirp in it. I suspect a bad electrolytic, but checking 
the obvious ones in the revr, they are all OK. Voltages at all test 
points are OK. 


I did not build the rig, but bought it from a list member, so beyond 
checking those caps and realigning the rig, I'm at a loss. Transmit 
side is fine....nice clean sine wave and tone. 


One other note. When powered on, the audio is _very_ slow to come up, 
like 6-7 seconds or so. You can hear the noise build slowly in the 
phones. 


Any ideas would be appreciated.

You might experiment with a method that I have used recently. 

After making up a pcb pattern on the computer; I use the software to make 
a mirror image.(thus making a reverse image) 


I print this reverse image using a laser printer on ordinary 20%# copy 
paper. I lay this image face down on a squeaky clean pcb and use my wife's 
iron (when she is not around) to press this image onto the pcb. 


This causes the image to stick to the pcb. Then I soak the board/paper in 
water until the paper falls off. Next step ...the usual acid bath...and 
presto, an etched board. 


I was surprised to find that I didn't need that expensive plastic tec-200 
clear film to produce nice boards. Now if I can only find a laser printer 
that will take PCB material :-) Maybe at Dayton.

It is most sensitive to a light source 
rich in ultra-violet light such as mercury vapor or special UV florescent 
lamps (not the dark "black lights" but the ones that look like regular 
lamps but emit a very blue light when lit). It is developed with 
trichloroethylene 
preferably in a vapor degreaser and then etched with Ferric Chloride. 

The big problem nowadays is disposing of the used chemicals 


descreetly in a landfill without upsetting the 'greenies'. The quantities 
of chemicals involved to do a few boards is usually quite small so should 
present 


no disposal problem as long as one is discreet!
